Premin will bo largely 
reduced, but the loss -svill be.infinitsly Teas, 
with tho result that all business will:bo on 
a similar footing. Tho most substantial 
proof of the worthlcesnesa of expecting 
Chineso nga body to act honestly towarda 
Fire Insurance Companies is found in the 
significant fact, thot in spite of the shrewd 
native talent for forming private and pub- 
Hie companies for all descriptions: of- busi: 
ness, any Chinese merchant or compradore™ 
will reply, with a bland smile, if you ask 
him ‘Why don’t some merchants form o 
Fire Jnsurance Co,.?’—"Who man take 
share ?' They know their own countryaen 
too well to risk it.. A, rcmedy tu meet the 
prevalence of firca hoa been’ suggested ; it 
13 to compel the insured himself to tako 60 
por cont. of the risk, but roeent oxperionce 
shows that“even this precaution ia unasfo, 
as with a ¢lnim lately presented the Insur- 
ance Company cautiously referred the mat-

No news from them, and I fear 
very mach they. have suffered the fate of 
many other villages. At this moment 
there are 15,000 persons in the town, saved 
from the districts underwater, and still 
they como, by hundreds at a time, in heats 
of -all sizes seut out by other survivors. 
{Many are drowned ‘on the way no doubt, 
for to-day we havo. an ovorladen boat 
capsized, and ninety wera lost. I¢ ia not 
‘difficult.to believe ‘that with these buried 
under falling houses and ruing, the drown: 
ed, and the starved, the number of deaths 
may te counted by thousands, 
miseries carmot be described, and 1 am at 
my wits’ end what ta do.—Chinese Times, 


FIRE INSURANCE CUMPANIES AND 
THE PREVENTION OF FIRE. 

The following article froid the Singapore 
Free Press on a. circular, issned by that 
active body, the Singapore Municipal Com, 
missioners, inviting tlie co-operation of Fire 
Insurance Companies in the provision of 
fire-oxtinguishing appliances, is worthy of 
consideration in Flongong. Our contem- 
porary saya i— 


We aro glad to observe that the Moni- 
cipal Commissioners have igsuad a cirenlar 
to the Jocal dgonts “of MTFE" ns 
panies do®y business ji Singapore, ‘invit- 
Ing the co-operation of those firms in regard 
tothe more genoral provision of simple tire- 
extinguishing appliances on the part of the 
public,- We print the circular below as de- 


surving the particular atténtion of owndrs j 


and tenants of properties in tho town of 
Singapore. It will be seen thatthe sub- 
stance of the ciretulor ia genorally. what was 
indicated in these columna in an, article 
published .on the 20th July. We thoro 
wentioned ‘that the Conmsmissionurs intend- 
ed to appeal to the Insurance Companies so 
that joint action might be adopted with the 
visw of securing, at a trifling cxponae, 
the gencral acquisition uf = fow simple ep- 
pliances, always ready to hand, which might 
setve to chock any fire on its first appear- 
ance, or in what we termed its ‘ domestic’ 
or-early atage. For private hou:e3 we men- 
tioned three fire-buckets, and fur godowns 
and offices at least n dozen... Ladders 26 
ft. long were also recommended as likely 
to be exceedingly useful in case of fire. 
Tho circular recbmmends as "the proper 
number of fire-buckets, to- ba kapt in 
read‘ness, tho furegoing, with a alight in- 
crease in the cage of private houses, Tho 
Madders for private houses would undoult- 
edly bu worth having at hand, but the 
necessity of having these in godowns is 
more imperative, To aid the Commission- 
ers in procuring the adoption of their 
aensiblu suggestions, the Inguraneo Com- 
panics are invited to raise what mivht bo 
ealled a- benevolent boycott against care. 
less or apathetic persons, Thuse who do 
not provide themsalyes with, and maintain 
in proper order, tho cheap but valuable 
appliances mentioned In the circular are 
te bo refused the pleasure of paying fire 
preminms till the requisite condition ia 
complied with, Wo do not think that thera 
can be any unwillingucss tu. admit that the 
proposals of the Commissionera ara auch 
that, if adopted, the senae of public aqfety 
would be much. increased ond the actual 
visk of serious fires much diminished, But 
the inertin of the public cught to-be taken 
into actount and the Commirsioners ‘and 
Insurance Companies should not only 
agrne about what should he done to induce 
the public “to adopt these simple meang, 
but- haw to make their adoption “easy, 
First ofall it would be sdvisnble to select 
Bome suitable description of fire bucket, 
whether iron, wood or canvass, and note 
the price al’ which these could be provided 
in Jarge numbers. Tho Municipality could 
ascortain how many would be taken, from 
the returna eent in by the Insurance Comi- 
panies, indent for tho same and supply at 
nat‘ecost; As to ludders these woukd ba 
made locally, on selected pattern, preferably 
of bamboo,’ which is both light and strong.

OBEINKIANG.—CHINESE COMPETI- 
TION. 


26th August, 1888. 

Foroiga merchants in Chinkiang ara still 
growling at the continued decreaso in their 
business ; various reasons are given by them 
aa to the canso, but so far as I know thoy 
have no& yet struck one of the chief. In 
one of the papera latoly 4 letter appeared, 
evidently penned by them, in which the 
whale blaine was thrown on the shoulders 
of H.M.’s Conaal-and our Commissioner of 
Customs, This was most unjist, for these 
two*oflicials have at all times done their 
best to farther the interests vf all foreigners 
in the port even andér most trying cirenm- 
atances;.in the matter of transit passes, 
about which we havo heard so much, and 
-which ja the great canse of complaint, it is 
the merchants themelves who are to blawe 
for having boon so short-sighted as te agiee 
to the conditional rules in the first instanee. 
These riles were agreed tu many yeara bo- 
fore vur:present Consul and Commissioner 
atrived, and this being th case, it is scarce- 
ly fair to blame them, if they find it diffi- 
cult to rectify what the inerchants now 
think waa a mistake; these two officials 
hava a most delicate task te per 
form; they have to reopen a_ dis- 
pute which tena settled be their pradeecs 
dors, antl farther to induce the Chinese 
to yivo up the advantage they then obtaim- 
ed... Atall times it isnext to impossible to 
jaaake a Chinainan give ap anything ance 
allowed to him, und in the present instance 
it is doubly difficult, as there is only one 
svay, and that is for U.M.'s Consul to de- 
mand tho necessary ulteratiun as a Treaty 
tight. and to tako no. refusal ; bat this 
would be a most dangerous step for any 
British Consul 10 take, fur- should any 
troubly occur, he certainly would not 
recaive any encouragement from Peking ; 
the matter would uo doubt be acttled to the 
satisfaction of tho Chinaman, ‘ut the 
Consal’s name would, in ali probability, be 
entered in the black book for a ‘ Paddy's 
ptomotion’ or removal to some port wall 
out of the way. This has uccurred, before 
tu-day, to Consuls who have shown them- 
aelvet more than ordinarily zealous in seok- 
ing to-forward Britiah intcreste ; and there 
aeoma to ba no reason for supposing that 
the Foreign Olfica intend making any 
change in ‘their modus operandi, which 
evidently means ‘Peace at any price during 
our tima ;’ they do not orraone iota fer 
the future; and itappears to be a matter 
of the most perf.ct indifference, whether 
the privileges, which have been won from 
the Chinese at the point of Lhe bayonet, are 
allowed to British residents or not, so long 
as they arc not troubled to settle the 
matter. 

The cause to which we may atlribute this 
decreaac’ in the foreignera’ business, ia the 
admission of Ghinames, who have no 
connection a6 all with fore‘guere or their 
businesses: into the Cuncession ; they are 
able to rent hongs aud ean put through all 
their businees thersclyes; also, their ex- 

enses being luss~than half those of 9 
ereigncr, they -do all busindes at a very 
small profit, and, in this way,-have now 
nearly the whole of it in their own hands. 

I hardly. think it was intended by tho 
British Government that they should he 
allowed to live nnd do their. business there 
ag freely asthe foreigner himself ; yet such 
ia now tha case, and the foreigner is being 
quietly ousted out, __.. Serene 

The. foreigner can-do little or no 
business, aud-hesia not coven allowed a 
quist reaidence in thd Concession ; ho is 
hemmed in-on all sides, by Chinese opium 
hongs, pawubroking sop or by hotels, 
which ara. nothing more nor Jess than 
respectable (1) Chinese brothels ; during the 
day the streeta are crawded with coolies 
oatrying gacds; tho, bund is lind’ with 
hoats discharging their cargoes, but these 
gooda, etc., represest none of the fore- 
igner’s business ; it is all purely Chingge, at 
least § of it is. coe 

The Chingman, an the other bund, finds 
tho. so-called British Coticession a most. 
lserative place for business; Hoe is well out 
of the way of his own officials; tha, finds it 
most handy to the foreign Customs; he 
even, toa cortiin oxtent, appreciates tho 
foreign Kouses, good “rads, polies- and 
lighting, ete, aud taken on the whole, asa 
convanient place to da business and also+ 
live in ;, it aurpasses anything he has pro- 
vioualy known )-he ia well supplied with 
every conveniencs ; an nalimited number of 
‘sing song’ girls, etc., aro allowed. to live 
ia, and wander from ‘place.to place in the 
Concession it all buurs of te day or night 
for his special deleciation.

NAIL STEAMERS AS MEN.OF-WAR. 
Atthe meetin, of the Manchester Chamber 
of Commerce, of the B0thult., Mr. Burgis 


moved, ‘That, having regard to. the advan- 
tages and privileges accorded to foreign mail 
uteamors over British stexmera iv British 
colonial porta, and te the fact that foreign 
vessels entermg and clearing at United 
Kingdom «ports are not anbjected to the 
‘Toad line” and regulations enforced by the 
Board of. Trado on Britigh vessels loading in 
United Kingdom ports, this Chamber is of 
opinion that conditions of competition are 
unjust aud proddicia! to British interests,’ 
He snid he hoped to demonatrate that the 
privileges granted to foreign flags in com- 
peti'ion with the British flag were of great 
practical importance as offecting tho trade 
afid commerce .of the British Empire. 
There wore threo points which he proposed 
todwell npon. . First, the privileges givon to 
foreign mail-Ateamers in British colonial 
ports by the British law; second, the 
advantages in competition which forcign 
veasela had in entering and clearing the 
United Kingdom ports ; and third, the way 
in which foreign countries treated our 
vessels, notally France, Ituly, Spain, and 
Ametica. By the Postal Qonvention‘of 1856 
made with tho French Government we onter- 
od into sn arranyzement to give a Frenoh eom- 
pany running vessols to the Hast in opposi- 
tion to the Peninsular and Oriental Com- 
pany tho privileges apporlaining to vessels 
of war--duch as freedom from search and 
arreat, freedom from the jurisdiction of the 
Adairalty, Courts, and freedom frotn the 
application of the kabtas cerpus, That 
convention had beer ¢onfirmed by legal 
ordinances passed in the colonies, ae that 
in every way foreign steamers had d atinct 
privileges in competition with veasols 
ander the British fag. The question had 


been brought under the consideration of | 
the Hongkong Chamber of Commerce, and 
representations had bacn made to tho 
Homo Government, and the Loyislative 
Assembly of Ocylon had also disensaed’ the 
question, They seemed whlerably an- 
animous that the concession of these 
privileges to foreign ateamera’ had given 
them a prestige which was not granted tu 
vosselasaiting under the British thy. His 
earnest desire was tu make other countries 
Pprospecuus ax well sy Our Gin, but: theas 
advantages to foreign countries were in- 
tended to bo reciprocal, Oar trado with 
foreign States had long siuce passed its 
cniminating point, whereas our trade with 
our colupies was capable of great develop. 
ment, and if was of great importance that 
wo should use every means of cultivating 
it. Ho-‘wished therefore to have the 
vota of tho Chamber on this distinct 
Issue, was it right to givo to foreifin 
vessels calling at our colonial ports 
& prestige which’ was not allowed 
to our own vesgela? Hoe hoped that by 
their vote on that issue the members 
of the Chambor would give their support 
to our countrymen beyond the seas. No 
- doubt wo were still ahead of other countries 
of tha wor'd as a maritima Power, and that 
being av it was surcly necessary to maintain 
tliat supremnoy. Germany was rapidly ox- 
tending her mercantile marine by subsidies 
and bousgties, aud other uations were doing 
the same thing ; and or present legislation 
assisted thase uations in’ their attempte to 
beat na in the race. Not only were foreign 
veasola at liberty to curry any quantity of 
cargo, but they wera under ny supervision 
as to ventilation ar as tu accommodation, 
craws and passengers on which peinta the 
British ahip.owner wag very mach harassed 
by the Board of Trade. He held that it 
was a bad and mistaken poticy to weaken 
the interests of British shipowners by pre- 
forontial treatment of. vessels sailing under 
foreign flags. (Applause.) 

Mr KR. Boyd, in seeonding the motion, 
said ho thought it would bo admitted it was 
all the mere desirable to deal with thin sub- 
ject when it was remembered that Man- 
chester” wag- guen to become a shipping 
pert. . 

Mr J. ©. Fielden said that jf the resolu- 
tion were amended a little it would com. 
mand ‘the support of the entire Chamber. 
Tia clause were added as ic the necessity 
for protecting life and property at sea by 
mating. the regulotians for English ships 
applicable alse to foreign ships, he would 
have pleasure in supporting the resolution, 

Mr Burgis said he should persevere with 
the resolution ae it stood. “He did not wish 
to fall back. upon a roatrictive policy, but. 
hg said—do aot concede to foreign vesaela 
advantages which aze denied tu aur own, 
Hoar, hear.) - . .
